Grant’s meteoric rise to the top mill 
cary post in Uic nation had been procod 
cd by decades of undcrnchicvcmcnc. Al- 
though he performed heroically during 
the war witli Mexico in Uic late 1840s, he 
soon faded into emui, drink and profes- 
sional collapse. A failure at peacetime 
military life, forming and business, the 
outbreak of the Civil War found him 
clerking at Ills father’s Icailicr goods 
store in Galena, HI. 

The Civil War ignited something 
Grant not previously seen. He began 
demonstrate great intensity and a capaci- 
ty for focus. One observer said he looked 
as thougli he had proposed to put Ills 
head Uuough a wall and meant to do it. 

Grant’s facility at war-making helped 
propel the Union forces to victory. Critics 
charge tliac Gram was careless with his 
troops, that he spent their lives and well- 
being far too freely. 

The record docs not bear this out. 

Grant generally was cautious witli casual- 
ties, and when he did blunder in tlic iisc 


in 1864 cost Union forces about 7,000 
men killed or wounded in only 10 min 
uicsrThis waste of life so haunted Grant 
he could hardly speak pf it thereafter. 

Grant was, of course, thoroughly hu 
man. He mode milltniy mistakes, in lac 
tics and stratcg.y. He was o melandioly 
man who sometimes drank when separat- 
ed too long from Ids family. His admirds- 
iratlon os President is remembered (per- 
haps unfairly) more for its scandals than 
its acldevcmcnts, althougdi Grom himself 
never was implicated in the misbeliavior 
of his subordinates. During Ids post-presi- 
dential career, he lost everything he 
owned when an unscrupulous partner ab- , 
sconded with their money. 

But taken in its whole. Grant’s life 
nothing less tlian remarkable, and offers 
several valuable lessons for leaders 
cry field: 

• Know your temperament. Grant’- 
proncne.ss to depression' was an impedi- 
ment all his life. During die Cjvil War, he 
made sure his wife visited turn whenever 
po.ssibic. He di.sciplincd ids use of alcohol 
by keeping a friend nearby. To know 
one’s limitations Ls a key to cffccdvcncss. 
Gram understood this.trudi well.

District Judge Roger Burdick 
almost granted summary judg- 
ment to Mr. Gas, but the 
Supreme Court’s decision came 
down the day after oral argu- 
ments ended in tile Hunter case. ■ 
Since this case is yet to go to 
trial, and because Idaho judges 
are forbidden to do anything 
that can be construed as lobby- 
ing the Legislature, Burdick 
could only comment about the 
public record - his decision on 
the summary judgment. 

He said he asked the attorneys 
to argue their sides on the new 
high court ruling, and eventually 
opted to let the case go to trial. 
The Supreme' Court decision . 
“awakened me to another type 


of analysis," he said. 

But when Burdick cited the 
case in his decision ng»in.st sum- 
mary judgment, he simply used 
it to refer to an older standard of 
liability. 

Pedersen said neither iliis 
decision nor the .Supreme 
Court’s ruling changes that lia- 
bility, or even determines 
whether any responsibility exists 
in these case.s.

A 
first step will be controlling the 
public’s access to the area, assess- 
ing the danger and then start 
cleanup. 

Each county team will be sup- 


ported through state grants and 
local donations. The majority of a 
team’s expense comes with 
equipment. A suit to protect a 
team member from hazardous 
material can cost anywhere from 
SSOO for a disposable suit to 
S5,000 for a top-of-thc-Iinc 
reusable one, Allred said. 

Whoever spills the hazardous' 
material is liable for cleanup and 
a team's response costs, under 
the Idaho State Recovery Law. 
This takes the burden off the dty 
or county to pay for any costs, 
Allred said. 

“The local agencies arc reim- 
bursed by the state bureau for 
any equipment lost or used up in 
the response procedure,” Al^d 
said. “Money contributions from 
the county and dty agendas will 


not be asked for by the teams." 

“I think a local team repre- 
sents a quantum leap ahead for 
public safety in Idaho," Bishop 
said. “The team was developed 
in a way that wouldn’t create an 
additional rax burden and allows 
the various police and fire agen- 
dcs to train and practice togeth-

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Before the Utah Lesislacurc 
adjourned last week, Gov. Mike 
Leavitt couldn’t stop congratulat- 
ing legislators on a job well done. 

And no wonder. The 
Republican governor says he got 
everything he ivanccd, much of it 
controvei^al: a growth-manage- 
. ment act, a ban on guns at the 
2002 Winter Olympic Games, con- 
trol over the'attorniey gertdhflJ, 
funding for Utah’s first private 
prison, authority to block ship- 
ments of nudeor waste and more. 

“It was a very successful ses- 
sion," Leavitt, describing this 
year's Legislature as Miss 
Congeniality, said in on interview. 
“The leaders of the Legislature, 

' I thought, were quite cooperative. 

It may have bc^ the best man- 
aged session — just the flow of it, 
the dvility, titc level of discourse. - 
It was never allowed to get unruly 
— ocQ(ic-of-hand.-Thare-was a mini- 
mum of conflict between the 
chambers, and wc dealt with 
some very difflculcu^cs."., --

Ic was Brown who led a lost- 
minute attack in the House on the 
Quality Growth Act, ihe legJda- 
don championed by die governor 
that sets up on advisoiy commit 
sion and $5 mlUioq land-conserva- 
tion fund to curb development 
sprawl along the Wasatch From 
and around Si. George in south- 
ern Utah. 

Brown never was an “cntlmsias-

DUGWAY PROVING 
GROUND, Utah (AP) — A set of 
- germ warfare bombs uncovered in 
an old dump are harmless, Army 
officials say, but critics fear the 
material inside could ixi a threat. 

The 25 small bombs arc filled 
with a variant of Bacillus subtilis, 
which the Army says is used to 
safely stimulate morp potent 
germs like anthrax. 

Yet Leonard A. Cole, a polidcal 
sdendst with Rutgers University, 
has questioned whether is was 
safe for the army to use the sub- 
stance in open-air tests. 

Crews searching for possible 
contaminadon found the bombs 
Monday at a remote dump site 
Uirec miles cast of Dugway’s Cot 
F acility. 

An Army press release sold die 
bomb casings were probably 


buried 30-years ago and “were 
very corroded and in various 
states of dctcrioradon, but none 
Were leaking.” 

Dugway spokeswoman Melanie 
Moore said tests of five of the 
weapons showed Bacillus subdlis. 
The other i^mbs will be covered 
over and protected pending fur- 
ther invcstigadon. 

The Army said that form of 
bacillus is commonly found in soil 
around the world and has not 
been shown to cause illness. 

But Cole argues in his book 
about germ warfare, called 
“Clouds of Secrecy,” that die sub- 
stance can cause infections in 
people who ore sick or have open 
wounds. He also wrote that stud- 
ies suggest Bacillus subtilis miglit 
be able to carry disease-causing 
viruses.

John Rosemond said that’s the 
answer to the single biggest prob- 
lem in American families today 
— parents who try lo be buddies 
with defiant children instead of 
taking authority in their homes. 
“What I’m talking about is 
. leadership," Rosemond said. 
‘You cannot be a good leader and 
try to be a friend at the same 
time. ... It’s so much better to be a 
leader now and down the road, 
you’re a friend." 

At 0 two-part Sunday after- 
noon parenting conference, 
-Rosemond said that old-fash- 
ioned parental wisdom from the 
Bible and American culture hove 
been lost in today's society. 

Here’s some of Rosemond’s 
favorites: 

• Give them enough rope to 
hang themselves, 

• Let them stew in their own 

juices. ' 

“I don’t have original ideos," 
Rosemond said. “Grandma’s 
child rearing science worked." 

Whot mothers, in particular, 
used to do several generations 
ogo was to shift gears when their 
kids turned 3; they stopped being 
servants arid started being 
authority figures, he said. 

“She was no longer going to 
micro-manoge," Rosemond said. 
“This was not a woman who was 
constantly busy In her child's life." 


The biggest mistake parents 
make i.s constantly getting into 
little emotional and mental bat- 
tles with iheir diildrcn instead of 
using wisdom to knpw- the best 
time and way to discipline. 

Rosemond gave several 
examples of defiance by his 
own children in which he didn’t 
argue with them when they 
refused to do something he 
asked them to do, then pun- 
ished them later instead of 
being goaded into reacting to 
their misbehavior. 

In one instance, he said, his 
daughter, Amy, who was 16 at 
the dmc, refused to help her par- 
ents prepare for a dinner party 
they had planned. Rosemond and 
his wife djd the work they had 
asked her to do and also ollowccL 
hcr to go out chat night with 
friends, but the next week they 
refused CO allow her to spend a 
night with her best friend as a 
result of her disobedience. 

"There’s going to be a price to 
pay sooner or later,” he said. 
“She went off like a roman can- 
dle," later telling Rosemond “I 
hate you forlifel" 

But the punishment made an 
impression, and the next time 
she was asked to do something 
she didn't want to do, she obeyed 
anyway, Rosemond said. 
Rosemond's daughter now edits 
his newsletter ond manages his 
Web site. 

“You never argue with the chil- 
dren,’’ he said. “You guys ore let- 
ting your children keep you off 
balance. This is Judo parenting."

Closing the teacher-technology gap 


WASHINGTON — As four 
school principals timidly 
oppiooched Peter Dirr oi on edu- 
cation conference last summer, 
he recognized the sheepish look 
on their foces. It was the look of 
the technologically intimidated. 

‘They came to me before the 
workshop and said, 'We’re not 
sure we should be here.’ They 
said, •We’re afraid we’re going to 
break your computers. We don’t 
know anything about them,’ " 
recalls the professorial Dirr, who 
has worked near the cutting 
edge of education and technolo- 
gy for more than three decades 
and is now a point man in 
rewiring American education. 

Three hours Inter, the four 
principals approached again, 
now looking pleased. Dirr had 
seen thot before, too: “They 


were saying, 'We actually were . 
using the compuibr, weren't 
we?’ " 

As the nation’s schools contin- 
ue to equip their classrooms with 
computers and Internet connec- 
rions, a difficulty is preparing- 
teachers to integrate these 
odvimccd tcchnolo^cs into their 
curriculum. Several new studies 
have identified a troubling 
teacher-technology gap. In late 
JanuB^, for example, the U.S. 
Deparnnent of Education found 
that only one of five teachers fdi 
“Ypry well prepared" to use com- 
puters in their-classrooms, in a * 
siu-vcy of about 4,000 teachers in 
kinderganen through 12th-grade 
dosaooms nationwide. 

Dirr is the director of Cable in 
the Classroom’s (CIC) Profes- 
sional Development Institute, 
whose new computer laboratory 
houses 40 sparkling new PCs 


and Madnioshes in the just-fin- 
ished Washington, D.C., public 
school system’s administration 
building. The Institute is about 
CO become the centerpiece of a 
new cable TV industry initiative 
to provide free Internet training' 
and educational i-csourccs to 
teochers nationwide over the 
next year. 

CIC, which is headquortered 
in suburban Alexandria, Va., 
will open another computer lab 
in April in the Smithsonian’s 
Mi^um of Natural History. CIC 
trainers, using portable laptop- 
computer labs, arc conducting 
“traveling workshops” in s^ool 
districts nationwide. And it is 
about CO launch a scries of 
online virtual workshops for 
Web-sawy educators to continue 
their training and discussions in 
subject- and grade-specific appli- 
cations on the Internet.

The authors of the study, pub- 
lished in this month's issue of the 
Journal Pediatrics, said that moth- 
ers should be cor^ul not to give 


' children pacifiers until breast- 
feeding is wcU-cstablishcd. 

“If you substitute the padfier 
for the breast, your milk supply is 
going to go down. And it's really 
important for your boby’s health 
that your baby be breast-fed os 
long ns possible,” said Qnthia R. 
Howard, a professor of pediatrics 
at the Univcrsicy of Rochencr. 

The American Academy of 
Pediatrics says breast-feeding is 
thought to decrease infant ear 
infections, allergies, diarrhea and 
bacteriol meningitis and even 
more serious illnesses. 

The research, considered the 
first of its kind in the United 
States, bolsters three recent stud- 
ics in Brazil that had similar Hrid- 
ings, said Lawrence Gartner, 
chainnan of the academy’s work 
group on breast-feeding. |

A company that makes naviga- 
tional systems for cars has struck a 
blow for the male gender so sur- 
prising that even they didn’t 
believeit: 

Men drivers who get lost are 
more likely to ask for directions 
than women. 

This is not a mi^rinc. TTiis is sd- 

ice — hard, cold statistics that 
finally refute one of die favorite 
XY-bashing stereotypes, the notion 
that testosterone m^cs men inca- 
pa hie of stopping a moving automo- 
bile and aslong for help. 

“It’s so counter-intuitive," says 
Ajay Prasad, manager of con- 
sumer research for Navigation 


Technologies in Rosemont. 111. 
“Even some men here f^d, *I don’t 
buy this. I would never ask for 
directions.’ 

“So my first instinct was to go 
back to die rcsearcli company and 
say, 'Are you sure?’” 

Market Facts Inc., which was 
hired by Navigation Tcclmologies 
to conduct die sun-cy, was sure. Its 
nationwide telephone survey of 
S03 pion and 502 women between 
die ages of 18 and (55 had a mar^n 
of error of 3.1 percentage points. 
Here are some of the findings: 

• When diey get lost, 79.5 per- 
cent of men stop to con^t a map 
or ask directions. Only G0.9 per- 
cent of women do that. 

• Women, on the other hand, 
are more likely just to keep dri- 
ving to find dicir way — 37.5 per- 


cent vs. 20.5 percent of men: 

•• Women did report "fewer 
incidents of difticuiiy or confusion 
in locating a specific destination,” 
a fancy scientific way of saying 
Uiey “don’t get lost os mudi." Tlie 
figure for women was Z1 inddents 
in the previous month, and'3.0 
inddents for men. 

• By 36.6 percent to 31.9 per- 
cent, women also are more likely 
than men to moke a phone coll to 
find their destination. 

But never mind diosc last two. 
Let’s gloat about the dedsive vic- 
tory — 18.6 percentage points, to 
be predse — in seeking help. 

"I think it's good news for men, 
and I’m certainly pleased," says 
Mitch Fuqua, national spokesman 
for the American Automobile 
Assodation.

SAN JOSE, Calif. — No matter 
whar the business implications, 
the breakup of Hewlett-Packard 
Co. raises a broader question for 
the company whose culture 
shaped Siheon Valley: Is col- 
cbraicd code of benevotmt val- 
ues at odds with today’s fast- 
twitch, hypcr-crunpeiitivc com- 
puter industry? 

In acknmvledging Tuesday that 
the company had grown compla- 
cent and sluggish, top exocutiacs 
and obsecvcrsj»int^.in:pairt-to 
its culture as ^prit. It is not so; 
much chat the fabled ''HP'Way''* 
is to blame — it’s h&td'tti hfswi- 
tvith Boy Scout values Tike 
respecting individuals — but 
rather that the application of 
those values gradu^y pulled the 
company off track. It went soft. 

’'We’ve become overly focused 
on consensus decision-making,’’ 
said Oebra Dunne, general-man- 
ager of HP’s executive commit- 
tee. “We haven't been as lough as 
we need to be in managing." 

These days, many HP alumni 
ha\-c trouble making their way in 
other lech companies. Tve 
looked at a tremendous number 

- of people who- have lef^Hcwjett 

Packa^ and have not done very 
urcU in their first assignment out- 
side of HP," said Joe Schoendorf, 
an executive partner at venture 
capital firm AcccI Partners, who 
was at HP from 1966 to 1984. 
"The ones who did not do well 
brought the HP Way, with its 
emphasis on consensus and 
process, to o- world where the 
core s-aluc is speed.” 

Nes-cnhcless, HP's values and 
praaiccs have been arguably the 
company’s most enduring export. 
Over the rlccadcs, those beliefs -r- -- 
from indiriduol empowerment tO' 
open communication — have 
functioned as the dc facto DNA 
of Silicon Valley management. 

The open-door policy, “manage- 
ment by wandering around" and 
an emphasis on innovation and 
entrepreneurship all have their 
roots at HP. 

"It’s one of the long-standing 
icons in the valley." said Jim 
hfoorc, author of "The Death of 
Competition" ond chairman of

"HP had an enduring business 
. and cultural model that allowed 
it to get through generations of 
technology innovation." 

While nothing that happens 
with the newly constituted Holf- 
Ps can ever diminish the compa- 
ny’s enduring contributions to 
Silicon Valley, Tuesday’s news 
does amount to something of a 
reality check for the larger com- 
munity. If anything, it under- 
scores the idea that change is the 
only constant one can bank on. 

The challenges to HFs culture 
actually date back years, to its ' 
metamorphosis into a computing 
company. 

“When HP became predomi- 
nantly a computer company, the 
meaning of the HP Way shifted,” 
said Kirk O. Hanson, an ethics 
professor at Stanford University’s 
Graduate School of Business. 
"Before (Platt) become CEO. he 
sponsored the HP Way Project, to 
define how that set of values 
would get implcmcmcd within 
the company HP had bgcomc. 
There were core values that i 
would remain — respect for indi- 
viduals. commitment to their 
cmploj-ecs’ careers — but specif- ' I 
ic personnel practices would have 
to change with the economic con- 


ditions of the industries they 
were in." 

Dunne, who’s hwen with HP for 


15 years, says the code is still 
undergoing some nveaks — she 
calls it "HP Way 2.0” — to reflect 
the competitiveness of today's 
computing industry. (It’s po.ssiblc 
that tlie W Way’s durability has 
something to do with the fact that 
it’s been a near-consiam work in 
progress, subject to myriad inter- 
pretations.) "The small core val- 
ues that Bill ond Dove built, we 
believe those values arc ns rele- 
vant today as they were 60 years 
ago. The practices need to chnngc 
depending what’s appropriate to 
the times. Many years ago it was 
a practice to have donuts every 
day. When we eliminated donut.s, 
some people said, 'My God, the 
HP Way is dead.’” 

But ^impses of that old HP 
Way remain. The company sh.ires 
profits with all employees, 
rewarding post pcrfonnancc, for 
example, while younger Silicon 
Volley companies typically awtird 
stock options, betting on the 
future. HP olso presents employ- 
ees blankets for their first baby, 
and a wedding gift.

mode HP a pleasant place to 
work, and those fcoturcs bought 
it exceptional loyalty ' from 
employees in a volley where jot> 
hopping is endemic. (HP boosts 
just 5 pereem annual turnover, 
compared to an ustimated 15 pch 
cent to 20 percent for many 
Silicon Valley companies.) But 
when it comes to making tough 
decisions in a brutal morkctplocc, 
tltcy can backfire. 

For one thing, a distaste for 
confrontation became a corpo- 
rate pathology. "TJie HP Way is 
„ about trust and respect for the 
individual but over the years, in 
some cases, that has been trans- 
lated ns not being as strong at 
managing people. ‘Terminal nice- 
ness’ is n term you’ve read," 
Dunne said. 

“In some casc.s, people arc 
reluctant to really raise the 
meaty controversial issue. What 
we say is ‘Tliuy won’t put the ele- 
phant on the table.’ They kind of 
talk around ic. Tltcy use general 
terms instead of specific terms. 
Tlien it has to be worked out out- 


side of tlie meeting T'hat doesn't 
facilitate tlic kind of speed need- 
ed in today’s environment.” She 
believes the challenge now is 
“tuning practices to be more com- 
petitive, more aggressive ... wiiilc 
still treating people with dignity 
and respect." 

No matter how many tune-ups 
and tweaks the venerable HP 
Way receives, nobody expects the 
company to morph into a cut- 
throat operation that places bot- 
tom-line results over ethics and 
decency. “There arc o lot of com- 
panies who ascribe to dial hard- 
line approadi with employees — 
'If you don't come to work 
Saturday, don’t boihcr showing 
up Monday.’ That will never be 
IIP,” said Tony Scott, managing 


practice for A.T. Kearney, an 
executive search and manage- 
ment eonsuldng firm in Redwood 
Shores. 

In Silicon Valley, “wc have lots 
of technology Ideas and lots of 
capital," Scott said. “So the 
bluest challenge always comes 
down to finding and keeping peo- 
ple. You con be aggressive and 
slmrp and still be a company iltat 
puts people at die cop of its priop 
ity list.” 

Don Pickcrcll, a process engi- 
neer in the company’s informa- 
tion technology group, believes 
the break-up of Silicon Valley’s 
corporate grandparents could 
actually spur a return to die com- 
pany's original values; 
“Hopefully, this will be a rcbinli 
of the HP way,” said the 13-ycar 
veteran. "The HP Way is still 
alive and breathing — but maybe 
just a little crippled. I diink diis 
will bring the concept back to 
life.”

Lisa KhoUUan, a tax expert and 
nn academic associate at the 
College for Financial Planning, 
suggests several deductions that 
roiirccs often overlook.

* Medical deductions. Most 
retirees know they can deduct tdi* 
gihlc medical expenses that 
exceed the 7 1/2 percent adjusted 
gross income (AGl) threshold, 
lliat is, if you have total medica] 
expcrucs of $6,500, and 7 1/2 per- 
cent of your AGI is $5,500, then 
you can deduct the $1,000 differ- 
ence on Schedule A of your tax 
return (assuming you itetnitt). 

However, it's ca^ to overlook 
exactly what medical expenses 
might be deductible, Khnlilian 
notes. For example, be sure to'*'

Medicare, your Medicare HMO or 
for a supplemental Medicare poli- 
cy- 

You also can now include at 
least a portion of your long-term 
care insurance.prcmiums. How 
much depends on your age at the 
end of the tax year (not at the 
lime you pay the premium). For 
those age 51 to 60, the limit is 
S770. For those 61 to 70, it’s 
$2,050, and those over 70 can 
indude up to $2,570 in premiums 
us a medical expense. 

' Another commonly overiopked 
deduction, Kholilian says, is trans- 
poriBtion expenses. You can 
deduct 10 cents for each mile you 
travel (or out-of-pocket gas 
expenses) to the doctor’s office, 
hospital or other medical fadli- 
lics, as well as the cost of tolls, 
parldng or public transportation.

DETROIT — Life as a parent 
isn't easy. First, tlicre’s childbirth, 
then the cvery-othcr-week cur 
infections, liien the pierced ears 
(and other assorted b^y ports). 

And now ilie IRS is bundling up 
another joy, the new Child Tax 
Credit WorkshccL 

By now, most parents know that 
they maytiuolify for a new $400 
credit on their 1998 federal 
incotne.tax returns. What they 
don’t know, jf they haven't dali- 
-hled-with-tli^-tiixes yet,4S-lhat 
they’re looking at a bear of u work 
sheet to get that credit. 

"It made me yearn for a flat 
tax,” ^d Jill Koney Daly, a pan- 
lime legal analyst for Oakland 
County Frabaic Court. 

Daly, of Royal Oak, filled out 
her federal income tax forms a 
few weeks ago, witliout tlic aid of 
a computer or tux preparer. She 
said she spent several confusing 
minutes on the work sheet. The 
extra effort just told her what she 
— already knew: iharshc'tmd her~ 
husband. Michael, qualiHed for on 
$800 credit for their two duugli- 
ters, Jessica, 12, and Margaret, 6. 

“I got the idea that 'Well, the 
IRS is giving us a credit but here 
we have to go work for it ogain,"’ 
Daly said. "1 wish they would have 
just had a line on the form that 
says, 'You get an $800 oe^t and 
here it is.’" 

The Michigan Income Tax 
Rctum iDj^cs the state’s new tax 
break for children much simpler. 

Under exemptions on Line 8 of 
the state return, you simply daim 
an extra $600 exemption for each 
child 6 and younger. You claim on 
extra $300 exemption for each 
child ages 7 through ^Z Ages must 
be as of Dec 31. 1998. 

But work is the name of the 
game with many of the new tax 


breaks on federal retunts. Expect 
some more trouble with the new 
diild lax credit, the new educition 
credit and the fiddling required to 
figurp out the taxes owed if you 
converted a regular IRA into u 
Roth IRA in 1998.

For die *97 returns, 
the IRS estimate was 9 hours and 
54 minutes. 

Tlie worksliect a.ssodpted with 
the diild tax credit cun be one of 
die most annoying diunges, espe- 
dally ut 6rst glance. 

After all, die idea of a diild tax ■ 
credit sounds simple. An extra 
$400 credit for each dependent 
diild under 17. The credit repre- 
scni.s a dolinr-for-dollor reduction 
of y our tax bill. 

ButTlie a'edit' isn’t'liatdmulic. 
And it isn’t available to everyone. 
Even the IRS acknowledges 
there’s been some confusion for 
-coriy lax filers. 

' Some refunds could be delayed 
— or lower tlion they sliould lx: — 
if die diUd tax credit isn't figured 
properly. 

To overcome diis trap, it helps 
to understand wlmt you’ll be look- 
ing at when you prepare your 
taxes. Remember: Not everyone 
even qualifies for dic.cre^i. 

You don't qualify, for example, 
if you have one child and your 
adjusted gross income is more 
than $117,000 if you’re married 
and niing a joint return.

So much for tax simplincadon. 

Most people .should dicck “No.” 
Line 2 refers mainly to foreign* 
income. But the quesdon is bound 
to throw anyone at first blush. 

“As 1 keep looking at these 
forms, 1 wonder, how arc yoii 
going to work through this and 
come to the right condusion," said 
James Jenkins, a Southfield-based 
accountant.

Q. I’m in the middle of doing 
niy tuxes and am wondering if 1 
would be better off putting $2,009 
into a traditional IRA or $2,000 
into a Roth IRA? The traditioi^ 
IRA looks good because I'd like 
to reduce my income and 1 
beard that your income and

I’m married, my wife and 1 
have o combined income of about 
$90,000 and I have a 401(k), but 
she doesn't She did have one eop- 
lier lost year, but hasn’t had one 
since she changed jobs. Also, is it 
too late to convert a traditional 
DtA to a Roth? 

A. Chuck DcNct, a certified 
public accountant with Sands 
DcNct would always recommend 
if you arc qualihed to open a tra- 
ditional, tax-deferred IRA, to go 
that route. 

The reason is that you can 
reduce your income by $2,000 
and, consequently, your taxes. 
With a Roth you can’t do tlint. 

But it doesn’t look like you’d - 
quol^ for the tax advantage of a 
traditional IRA, so you’d bet- 
ter off with the Roth. You don’t 
qualify for the tax break because 
both you and your wife had pen- 
sion plans at work in 1998 even 
thou^ she had hers for only part 
of the year. 

- If your combined income had 
been below $61,000, you c^ld ' 
have started traditional IRAs 
even though you have pension 
plans. 

The only woy you could qualify 
for a traditionalTRA at your 
income level would have been if 
one of you didn’t have a pension. 
The cut-off on that provision is on 
income of $160,000. 

- As far as converting a traditi^ 


lluit in 1999 or any other year for 
that matter. But you had only 
until the end of 1998 to get the 
one-time advantage of spreading 
the cost of converting over four 
years. 

If you recall, when you convert 
a Roth, you must pay taxes on 
what was in the tradidonal IRA, 
Hiat con be pretty costly depend- 
ing on the size of the IRA. 
Converting in 1998 alone allowed 
you to spread the tax out over 
four years a more manageable 
way to handle the transaction. 

The last day you could have 
taken advantage of that provision 
was to convert by Dec. 31. Now, 
you can still convert to a Roth, 
but you have to come up with the 
full amount to cover your taxes in 
the year you do the conversion.

A. You can’t cake the money’ 
out of a Roth ZRA tax-free if you ' 
remove it before you are 59 1/2 
years old. 

You may have assumed this, 
was possible because the govern- 
ment docs let you take money out' 
of Roth IRAs to pay for education 
and homes five years after open- 
ing a Roth. Although education 
and homes arc allowed, the provi- 
sion only lets you escape an carly- 
withdrnwal penalty. You still are 
required, however, to pay a tax 
on the gain in your Roth. 

Here’s a word of warning on 
Roths: Because they arc so new 
you get different answers a^ut- 
Uicm from olmost every expert.' 
Certified public accountants dif- 
fer. Financial planners differ. 
And worst of all, the IRS differs.
